Forts around Victoria and 
Esqulmalt will be manned this 
week-end and vulnerable points 
will be guarded as a precaution 
in view of the critical European 
Situation. 

On orders from Ottawa the 
city’s militia regiments were 
called out on a volunteer basis 
this morning to take over duties 
of coast defence that have been 
mapped out for them at Work 
Point military headquarters. 

The men assembled at the Bay 
Street Armories this afternoon 
to volunteer for coast defence 
work. 

The men drew service uni¬ 
forms and it was planned to 
have them march to the forts 
at a later hour when a sufficient 
number had been assembled. 

Besides those already in the 
militia, others volunteering for 
service were reporting and in 
some instances it was said men 
had thrown up jobs to become 
recruits. 

The 5th B.C. Regiment will 
man the forts at Rodd Hill, 
Mary’s Hill, Albert Head, Macau 
lay Point and other batteries. 

The 1st Battalion, Canadian 
Scottish^ Regiment, will be as¬ 
signed To special guard duty at 
vulnerable places. 

“Everything is ready, accord¬ 
ing to plan, and the people are 
fitting Into their places well,’' 
said Brig. J. C. Stewart, officer 
commanding this military dis¬ 
trict. “All units will be at their 
stations within 48 hours.” 

Recruiting was started at Work 
Point, particularly for coast artil¬ 
lery service. 

Calling up of the militia was 
on a purely voluntary basis In 


Members of the 5th Regiment 
and the 17th Searchlight Com¬ 
pany were asked to report to the 
Armories by 1 this afternoon. In 
the 5th there were 250 men sub¬ 
ject to this call, and in the search¬ 
light company 75 men. All bat¬ 
teries are open for recruits, it 
was announced. 

Tlie local activity was part of 
precautions being taken today 
right across Canada. 

Along the whole coastline of 
British Columbia from Prince 
Rupert south to the U.S. border, 
and from Victoria to Kamloops 
similar precautions are being 
taken. < 

These actions were carried out 
on orders from Ottawa outlined 
in the following statement by the

“Units of the Royal Canadian 
Air Force required for coast de¬ 
fence purposes are now being 
moved to the Atlantic coast to 
take up their assigned emergency 
stations.

‘Too Late’, Churchill Fears 


PHILADELPHIA (AP)—Wins¬ 
ton Churchill, British statesman, 
was quoted by the Evening Bul¬ 
letin today as saying In a trans¬ 
oceanic telephone discussion of 
the European crisis that ”1 think 
It’s too late for appeasement.” 

"Unlesa there is something that 
I don’t know about, the situation 
It very grave,” he was quoted as 
saying. "Poland probably will be 
attacked shortly, and a historic 


error of 150 years ago will be re¬ 
peated.” 

The Bulletin said Churchill de¬ 
cried ’’lies” he asserted were com¬ 
ing out of the Reich, and added:

AT SCHOOL TODAY 

Given Instruction On 

Gas Masks and . 

Evacuation If War Comes 

LONDON (CP)—Thousands of 
ohildren In the evacuation areas 
of England abandoned summer 
holidays and streamed back to 
schools for the first Saturday 
class day of their lives. 

Quietly they sat at their desks 
and listened while teachers sum¬ 
moned by order of the Minister 
of Health explained to them what 
they must do if the summons 
comes for them to leave their 
homes and parents and go to 
evacuation areas far from the 
danger zoqps. 

The children were told to re¬ 
turn Monday with gas masks and 
all the equipment which might 
be necessary for them to take on 
their Journeys. Then they settled 
down to normal classe. for the 
remainder of the day. 

Thousands of Britons came 
home from the continent today 
and thousands of Germans left 
for the fatherland—all wondering 
whether the twilight over Europe 
was the twilight before dawn or 
nightfall. 

As the great migrations pro¬ 
ceeded across the narrow waters 
separating this country from the 
continent, preparations were con¬ 
tinuously rushed here for the war 
that all hoped, and most prayed, 
would be averted.

Germans Slapped 

SHANGHAI (CP - Havas) — 
Japanese sentries have started 
slapping Germans and are now 
polite to British subjects as a re¬ 
sult of the signing of the German- 
Soviet nonaggression pact. 

The slapping Incidents occurred 
at Tientsin, where Germans were 
not permitted to pass through 
barriers around the British and 
French Concessions. Numerous 
Germans have hastily left Tient¬ 
sin. 

Japanese sentries at the gates 
of the International Settlement 
here now salute British policemen. 

Domei (Japanese news agency) 
announced traffic between the 
Chinese city and the French Con¬ 
cession at Hankow has been freed 
of restrictions which had been in 
effect for 10 months.

BERLIN — One of the best in¬ 
formants of the Associated Press 
insisted this afternoon that a 
compromise in the German- 
Polish crisis is under way, and de¬ 
clared with optimism: “The 
danger of a world war is defi¬ 
nitely averted!" 

The informant stuck to his 
viewpoint, even when he was 
shown latest developments, in¬ 
cluding Germany's prohibition on 
private aviation, the stoppage of 
ship service to Danzig, the can¬ 
cellation of a large number of 
trains and the designation of 
Upper Silesia as an “area of 
military operations.” 

Optimism in offficial quarters, 
however, was extremely guarded 
for there were no clear-cut signs 
that negotiations would materi¬ 
alize fully or, if begun, wbuld 
succeed. 

All the measures taken, the in¬ 
formant explained, had been de¬ 
cided on earlier and were now 
being executed, as it always takes 
time for an order from the top to 
come through to those who must 
give it effect. 

TURNING POINT 
The turning point, the in¬ 
formant contended, came at 2 
o’clock this morning. At that 
time, he said, an order to begin 
operations along the Polish 
border at Danzig at 4.30 this 
morning was rescinded. 

At 2 a.m. telephone and tele¬ 
graph communications with for¬ 
eign countries were resumed 
after an interruption of seven 
hours. 

High army quarters, the in¬ 
formant said, had strongly ad¬ 
vised Adolf Hitler to show the 
same willingness to negotiate that 
Polish President Ignace Moscicki 
had shown in his reply to Presi¬ 
ded Roosevelt. The result, he 
said, was British ambassador Sir 
Nevile Henderson’s mission to 
London today. 

Paris and Rome also were ad¬ 
vised of Hitler’s latest offer, the 
informant said. 

This assertion was borne out by 
information divulged by a govern-1 


ment spokesman this morning, to 
the effect that “the really big de¬ 
cisions" are being arrived at in 
Berlin, Rome, Paris and London. 

Sir Nevile. this afternoon's In¬ 
formant said, would not have 
flown to London had he not been 
convinced his mission had chances 
of success. 

In Berlin's financial section, the 
same optimism prevailed. There, 
(oo, it was held, a turn for the 
better had come. 

The optimistic informant said, 
as did financial and other respon¬ 
sible quarters, that tense days arc 
still ahead and that anything 
might yet happen. 

On all sides, the informant said, 
it must be expected that the 
highest preparedness and watch¬ 
fulness would continue. 

Tne reports of favorable pros¬ 
pects for negotiations came on a 
scene that seemed to give the lie 
to optimism. Thousands of young 
Germans had been routed out of 
their beds at night and called to 
the colors. There had been stop¬ 
pages of traffic, congestion of 
railways, a lack of gasoline, and 
delayed delivery of mall. 

Earlier reports said Ambassador 
Sir Nevile Henderson had taken 
a ’’plan for a constructive solu¬ 
tion” of the Polish-German Issue 
from Hitler to Prime Minister 
Chamberlain. 


U.S. People Rush 
To Get Home 

LONDON (AP)—Upward of 
5,000 ITS. citizens, fearing out¬ 
break of war in Europe, struggled 
with overtaxed transportation 
systems today to reach a port, a 
ship and home. 

Best estimates put the number 
of Americans on the continent 
and the British Isles at 10,000, 
with more than hall o 1 this num¬ 
ber eager to get out of the threat¬ 
ened war zone. The rest, business 
and newspaper men and women 
and residents of Europe, are re¬ 
maining. 

Berths in returning U.S. steam¬ 
ships were at a premium and 
everything from lordly liners of 
the luxury trade to smaller or 
less glamorous ships were sold 
out. 


Nazi Congress 
Canceled . 

BERLIN (CP-Havas)—The offi¬ 
cial German news agency an¬ 
nounced tonight the Nuremberg 
Nazi Party Congress will not 
take place. 

The annual Nazi meeting was 
scheduled to open September 2. 
Its sudden cancellation, like the 
cancellation of the Tannenberg 
ceremonies scheduled for tomor¬ 
row, created the latest of today’s 
series of sensational developments 
in the international situation. 

Cruisers Wait to Nab 
Germans at Panama 

CRISTOBAL, Canal Zone (AP) 
—Vessels of the British-America 
and West Indies squadron are 
patrolling the Caribbean Sea 
within 50 miles of the Panama 
Canal to intercept German ship¬ 
ping in the event of hostilities In 
Europe. 

France Warns 
Foreign Shipping 

PARIS (AP) —As German 
ships were recalled home the 
maritime authorities at Cher¬ 
bourg issued a communique that 
all vessels other than French 
warships henceforth will be for¬ 
bidden to approach closer than 
six miles at night to the French 
coast between Jardeheu and Cape 
Levi, north of Cotenin. All ves¬ 
sels, French or foreign, will “risk 
being destroyed without warn¬ 
ing” if they approach closer by 
daytime and fail to fly their dis¬ 
tinctive flags and signal in the 
international code, the com¬ 
munique said. 

Reichstag Session 
If Crisis Solved 

BERLIN (AP) — Rumors of a 
sudden meeting of the Reich¬ 
stag, which ran through town in 
an incredibly short time, seemed 
later in the day to have been 
at least premature. 

It was believed, however, that 
if a favorable compromise was 
reached, Hitler might decide to 
call the Reichstag together to an 
notince the result. 

Gasoline in Italy 
95 Cents a Gallon 

ROME (AP)—The government 
today increased the price of gaso¬ 
line by approximately 40 per cent 
by a decree designed to conserve 
it for possible war use. The new 
price is five lire per litre or about 
95 cents a gallon. A new tax on 
coffee and coffee substitutes also 
was announced. 

German Commander 
Cancels Address 

BERLIN (AP)—After the call 
ing off of the big week-end Tan¬ 
nenberg celebrations, in which 
more than 1,000,000 veterans were 
to have participated, the radio 
announced that Colonel-General 
Walter von Brauehitsch, chief 
commander of the army, had 
canceled an address to all sol¬ 
diers and officers scheduled for 
tonight. 

The address was intended to 
give German soldiers a review 
of the battle, 25 years ago, when 
the Germans defeated their pre¬ 
sent pact partners, the Russians. 

Undoubtedly, too, it had been 
intended to restate Germany’s 
determination to risk everything 
rather than yield one lota in her 
demands on Europe. 


Hitler’s Terms Stiff 
For Negotiation 

British Cabinet Finds It Difficult to Talk 
jean Settlement On Basis Offered

LONDON — The cabinet ad¬ 
journed tonight after sitting 2^ 
hours without reaching any deci¬ 
sions on the acceptability of 
Fuehrer Hitler’s peace proposals. 
Another meeting will be held at 
9.30 a.m. tomorrow (12.30 a.m. 
P.S.T.). 

Informed quarters said tonight 
that Prime Minister Chamberlain 
had decided to call a special meet¬ 
ing of Parliament Monday as a 
result of the message from Adolf 
Hitler flown to London today by 
the British ambassador. 

This report followed disclosure 
that the British government 
would send a ply to Hitler’s 
message tomorrow. 

Sir Nevile Henderson, British 
ambassador to Germany, who 
flew to Lofidon this morning 
with the German Fuehrer’s mes¬ 
sage, will take the British reply 
back by plane tomorrow morn¬ 
ing. 

There was no indication what 
this answer would be, but it was 
said in informed quarters that 
further comments from Hitler 
might have to be conveyed to 
London. 

DIFFICULT TASK 

Meanwhile there was no great 
demonstration of optimism in 
Whitehall or Downing Street to¬ 
night. This led to the deduction 
Britain was finding it extremely 
difficult, if not impossible, to 
agree to negotiate on Hitler’s 
terms. 

Official circles declined to 
divulge the details of Hitler’s 
peace plan. 

It was reported, however, It was 
couched in extremely nebulous 
terms, with the Fuehrer insist¬ 
ing they must be met. In other 
words, Germany was insisting 
certain conditions must be 
granted, or negotiations would be 
impossible. 

Official London was not nearly 
as optimistic as Berlin apparently 
was over the prospects of avert¬ 
ing war. 

This attitude was noted partic¬ 
ularly after Paris had announced 


the French government would 
negotiate only on a basis of 
“absolute parity.” 

It was understood Mr. Cham¬ 
berlain had called a meeting of 
key ministers for later tonight, 
after they had had a chance to 
partake of a belated dinner. 
CROWDS QUIET 

Downing Street was crowded 
with people, many of whom had 
stayed there all day. But It was 
a quiet crowd, unlike the stamp¬ 
ing, shouting disorderly mobs 
which marched up and down 
Whitehall last September shout¬ 
ing “Stand by the Czechs.” 

This time the crowds were not 
attempting to force the govern¬ 
ment’s hand into a firm stand 
against German aggression. 
Those tactics were not necessary 
this time because of the firm and 
decided policy fhe British Govern¬ 
ment had followed all week, in¬ 
dicating its determination to 
stand by the Poles. 

It had been expected Sir Nevile 
would go back to Berlin this 
afternoon. But this was made 
Impossible by the length of his 
talks with Prime Minister Cham¬ 
berlain and his audience with the 
King and by the cabinet meeting. 
He conferred for three hours 
with the Prime Minister. 

FRENCH INFORMED 

Foreign Secretary Viscount 
Halifax, who had been present at 
the meeting between Mr. Cham¬ 
berlain and Sir Nevile, went 
across the street and consulted 
Charles Corbin, the French am¬ 
bassador, at the Foreign Office. 

Mr. Chamberlain, Sir Nevile 
and Lord Halifax held their con¬ 
ference over the luncheon table 
at 10 Downing Street. 

Soon after the announcement 
of the cabinet meeting, the Polish 
ambassador, Count Edward Rac- 
zynsky, called at the Foreign 
Office. 

Although Hitler was said to 
have withheld specific definition 
of what would satisfy him, the 
reports said he stressed through- 
cut his desire to avoid war with 
Britain and France.

The price of bar gold was ad¬ 
justed in accordance with the new 
rate, hitting the record high price 
of 155 shillings (about $34.10 at 
$4.40 to the pound sterling) for 
an ounce, an increase of four 
shillings sixpence (about 99 cents) 
over yesterday's quotation. 

Bar silver was quoted 20 l-16d, 
unchanged. (Equivalent 39.72 
cents.)

PARIS (AP)—France was re¬ 
ported tonight to have told Ger¬ 
many in a firm response to 
Fuehrer Hitler’s peace proposals 
that the way to settle the Euro¬ 
pean crisis was for Germany to 
negotiate directly with Poland. 

The French ambassador at Ber¬ 
lin, Robert Coulondre, reported 
back to Foreign Minister Bonnet 
just after nightfall that he had 
placed the French reply person 
ally in Hitler's hands. 

The reply was drafted by Pre¬ 
mier Daladier in conference with 
M. Bonnet. 

As soon as the coded answer 
was sent to Berlin and decoded 
there, M. Coulondre asked for an 
interview with Hitler and was re¬ 
ceived immediately. 

France replied with a notice 
she would negotiate “only on a 
basis of absolute parity” and 
simultaneously called up three 
fresh military groups. 

The Foreign Ministry, after de¬ 
bating throughout the day the 
proposals advanced by Adolf Hit¬ 
ler yesterday to Coulondre, sent 
its reply tonight in new instruc¬ 
tions to the ambassador. 

Officials indicated the answer 
constituted neither a flat “yes” 
nor “no” to Hitler, but defined 
France’s position clearly. 

That position, officials said, was 


given fully by Pgemier Edouard 
Daladier in his broadcast to the 
nation last night. 

“There can be no conference 
simply to ratify Germany's 
claims," one highly-placed offical 
said, “but only on a basis of 
absolute parity.” 

This indicated the French re¬ 
ply amounted-4© a request for 
clarification of Germany’s d^ 
mands and an assurance there 
would be no railroading through 
of those demands, as occurred 
last September at Munich. 

The official expressed belief 
that Poland, and with her France 
and Great Britain, would be ready 
to talk over Germany’s ambi¬ 
tions for Danzig, but would go 
no further in discussing terri¬ 
torial claims on Poland. 

“If force is used now,” the of¬ 
ficial said, “we will reply with 
force.”

German ambassador here, Baron 
Vicco von Buelow-Schwante, to¬ 
day advised King Leopold that 
in the event of war the Reich 
would respect Belgium's fron¬ 
tiers on condition the country 
maintained strict neutrality. 

The envoy called on the sov¬ 
ereign this morning to inform 
him of the Reich's attitude to¬ 
ward Belgium should war come. 

He formally advised the King 
that Germany would adhere to 
its pledge of October 13, 1937, 
not to strike at the integrity of 
Belgium or at its frontiers if

As further preparedness for 
possible war the cabinet drafted 
a measure which would give the 
King wartime powers over in¬ 
dustry.

number of districts In all thi^ee 
show much higher averages than 
were expected a few weeks ago, 
according to the weekly crop re¬ 
port from the agricultural depart¬ 
ment of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. General harvesting pro¬ 
gress is gradually coming up to 
last year’s percentage, with Mani¬ 
toba In the lead with 98 per cent 
of its wheat cut exactly the same 
as in 1938 at the same period. 

Saskatchewan agents report 53 
per cent of wheat cut as agairfst | 
67 per cent at the same time last 
year, and Alberta with 28 per cent 
as against 40 per cent last year. 
Weather conditions, with tem¬ 
peratures varying from the 60s to 
the 90s, have been generally favor¬ 
able, although along the Langdon, 
Acme, Red Doer,"Leduc and Hoatl- 
ley subdivisions l|ght frosts have 
caused some damage to coarse 
grains still standing. The extent 
of the damage is still uncertain. 

Manitoba's oats and barley are 
virtually cut, Saskatchewan’s 50 
to 55 per cent, and Alberta's not 
yet general, although considerable 
headway has been mqde in some 
localities. 

Threshing and combining have 
progressed steadily in spite of oc¬ 
casional delays due to rain. In 
Manitoba 28 per cent of the wheat 
is threshed and 21 per cent of oats 
and barley, close to the percent¬ 
ages of last year. This work Is 
also general in southeastern and 
east central Saskatchewan, with 
about 30 per cent finished in these 
areas. 

Alberta agents report threshing 
| operations varying from none yet 
I to as much as 40 and 60 per cent 
finished along the Taber, Coutts 
| and Cardston subdivisions. 

Out turns show variation but 
are encouraging. Manitoba re¬ 
ports everything from 10 to 45 
bushels to the acre, depending on 
the local conditions. In Sas¬ 
katchewan they run from 3 to 30 
bushels to the acre, and Alberta 
varies from 15 to 35, with the 
general average high and the 
grades good. 

In eastern Manitoba the gradt? 
has been lowered by some bleach¬ 
ing and sprouting, but heavy 
rains have Improved pasturage 
for livestock. 

Clear warm weather has pro¬ 
duced favorable harvesting condi¬ 
tions in the Peace River district, 
where wheat is cut up to 52 per 
cent and threshing has begun. 
Some coarse grains are already 
being cut.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas- 


Mayor 

Maury Maverick today faced a 
demand for his recall—but it was 
informal. It was made by a howl¬ 
ing, angry crowd which battled 
200 policemen and firemen and 
drove 100 terror-stricken men 
and women from a Communist' 
rally last night. 

Maverick, storm centre of 
Texas politics from the time he 
entered Congress a few years j 
ago, had called out the entire 
police force and many firemen to 
protect the meeting, although de¬ 
claring "I have no sympathy 
whatever for Communism.” 

Police estimated nearly two 
score persons were injured In the 
fight that raged more than an 
hour at the Municipal Audi¬ 
torium, a memorial to U.S. sol¬ 
diers in the World War. 

A 14-year-old boy was arrested | 
but released. 

The demonstration was against 
a meeting called by Mrs. Emma 
Tenyuca Brooks, young Com¬ 
munist leader. 

Maverick, known as a liberal 
and warm friend of the New Deal, 
had declared that w’hile bitterly 
opposed to Communism he would 
use all his pow’er to guarantee 
free speech and public assembly. 

Police estimated 400 leaders in 
the crowd of 5,000 stormed the 
auditorium with stones and clubs, 
crashing windows and finally 
driving the 100 men and women 
assembled for the rally out 
through basement and rear exits. 
The meeting was broken up at 
the very start—before even a 
welcoming speech could be made. |

To Europe Doubled 

NEW YORK (API—American 
marine insurance underwriters to¬ 
day doubled war risk rates by 
German and Italian vessels to and 
from Germany and Italy. 

It was the second drastic in¬ 
crease In rates in two days. Ship¬ 
ments on German and Italian ves¬ 
sels across the Atlantic to those 
two countries were raised to 10 
per cent of the value of the cargo 
from 5 per cent, and the rate on 
shipments from those countries, 
under the same conditions, was 
raised to 5 per cent from 2 per 
cent. 

The rate on shipments to those 
countries in the vessels of other 
nations was set at 2 per cent and 
from them at 8 per cent. 

No increase was made on the 
war risk rates on shipments to 
and from Britain and France.

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Brighter Prospects 

A LTHOUGH THREATENED WITH THE 
most brutal war in the history of the 
world, with millions of soldiers armed to the 
teeth and merely waiting for the command 
of one man, there are signs today that the 
cause of reason and justice may yet prevail. 
As this is written the Chamberlain cabinet, 
is in session; it is discussing with the British 
ambassador to Germany, Sir Novlle Hender¬ 
son, the details of his conversations with 
Fuehrer Hitler and what Is presumed to be 
some plan of negotiation which will prevent 
a Nazi invasion of Poland. For the time 
being, therefore,) the world will breathe 
easier than it has for several days. 

Apart from the continued efforts to pre¬ 
serve the peace which Great Britain and 
France obviously have been exerting behind 
the scenes, the appeal which Mr.-Roosevelt 
addressed to Fuehrer Hitler, the Polish Presi¬ 
dent, and the King of Italy—since followed 
by a second Washington message to the Nazi 
chief suggesting that he follow Poland's ex¬ 
ample and agree to accept the proposed 
formula for consultation—appears to have 
impressed the German government not only 
by its reasoned tone and sincerity but also 
for the implications which the more imagin¬ 
ative of the Fuehrer's advisers must have 
read inhrit. It Is quite true that the United 
Stafes President Is somewhat handicapped 
by the strict provisions of the Neutrality Act; 
but Mr. Roosevelt is fully aware of the fact 
that the great majority of the American peo¬ 
ple would not require much time to reverse 
the effect of political considerations which 
influenced sufficient members of Congress 
<o thwart the desire of the President to make 
the act more elastic. 

Following closely Mr. Roosevelt's timely 
messages to the several European nations 
was that of Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
who has advised President Moscicki of Po¬ 
land, Premier Mussolini, and Fuehrer Hitler 
that “the people of Canada are of one mind 
in believing that there is no International 
problem which cannot be settled by confer¬ 
ence and negotiation." Mr. King emphasized 
his point by the reminder that "force is not 
a substitute for reason," and that an appeal 
to It as a means of adjusting international 
differences "defeats rather than furthers the 
end of justice." His message ended on this 
note; “On behalf of the Canadian people, hut 
equally In the Interests of humanity itself. I 
Join with those of other countries and powers 
who have appealed to you. in the firm hope 
that your great power and authority will be 
used to prevent the Impending catastrophe 
by having recourse to every pf ssible peaceful 
means to effect a solution of the momentous 
issues of this period of transition and change 
in world affairs." 

No nations in the world have a better, 
argument to support their plea for reason 
and negotiation than Canada and the United 
States. Maybe it has become commonplace 
to refer to a 4,000-mile unfortified frontier, 
to similarity of language and customs, to the 
enjoyment of a common heritage of institu¬ 
tions based on the fundamental principles of 
freedom in the fullest sense of the term. 
These two countries nevertheless furnish a 
working example of mutual trust, of mutual 
co-operation in all the finer things of life, 
which could be followed by the nations of 
Europe with profit to themselves and the 
world at large if they would only give it the 
trial which Mr. King: and President Roosevelt 
so earnestly have advised. For we are still, 
to use King George’s words, a people who 
“are wholly dedicated to the pursuits of 
peace ... a pattern to all men of how civil¬ 
ized nations should live together." 

Simple as the working example the 
two democracies of the North American con¬ 
tinent should appear to all right-thinking 
people—the phenomenon of 12 , 000,000 souls 
living peacefully side by side with 130,000,- 
000 occupying the richest land in the world 
—some nations of Continental Europe still 
are trying to gain international political 
supremacy and territorial power by the em¬ 
ployment of jungle law. Judged by his con¬ 
duct since he assumed power in 1933, and 
particularly In more recent months, Hen- 
Hitler obviously has learned nothing from 
the lessons of history. There Is time, how¬ 
ever, for him to make amends. Largely 
upon his actions in the next few hours or 
days depends the future of what we are 
pleased to call our civilization. The world 
hopes he Will do his part toward preserving 
the peace.

August 26. 1914 
(From the Times Files) 

Seattle, Aug. 26—Eleven lives 
were lost when the passenger 
steamer Admiral Sampson of the 
Pacific Alaska Navigation Com¬ 
pany. was rammed and sunk by 
the C.P.R. passenger liner Prin¬ 
cess Victoria off Point No Point, 
20 miles north of Seattle at 6.30 
this morning during fog, and 
thick smoke from forest fires. 
The Princess Victoria brought 
the survivors to Seattle. Eight 
of the lost were members of the 
crew, and two were passengers. 

London, August 26—The great 
battle which Is now in full swing 
along the whole French, British 
and Belgian line is really a series 
of linked battles forming what 
may well be the decisive engage¬ 
ment of western Europe. British 
troops have withstood six furi¬ 
ous attacks by the Germans, and 
latest reports say that Russia is 
advancing all along the German 
frontier. 

The first regiment to leave Vic¬ 
toria was given a rousing send- 
off at the C.P.R. docks this after¬ 
noon. Lieut.-Col. Winsby was in 
command of the group which to¬ 
taled 70 men. Bands played, 
wives and sweethearts wept, and 
shouted as the men embarked on 
the Princess Mary. The detach¬ 
ment was from the 5th Regiment. 

London, August 26 — A news¬ 
paper correspondent sent a dis¬ 
patch to the London Times de¬ 
scribing the horror of the battle 
at Mons. The dispatch read in 
part: "In the narrow streets the 
carnage was indescribable. 
French infantrymen said that the 
roads became so jammed with 
dead that the killed remained 
standing upright where they had 
been shot."

Domestic Workers 
Trained Under 
Government Plan 

Tuesday next* will be graduat¬ 
ing day for another group of 
| excellently-trained domestic work¬ 
ers, whose predecessors in pre- 
j vious classes have attracted pub¬ 
lic attention by their record -no 
less than 90 per cent of Victoria 
graduates placed in employment. 

The domestic labor market is 
n large one. but the requirements 
for successful housekeeping, as 
every homemaker knows, are nu- 
nitrous. The demand for gradu¬ 
ates of these classes speaks well 
indeed for the way in whlfch this 
section of the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment's youth training plan is su¬ 
pervised, as w’ell as for the en¬ 
thusiasm of the girl members. 

Every six months, throughout 
the Dominion, new classes are 
launched by the federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments hijoint co¬ 
operation with the^YTw.C.A/s. 
Girls from 16 to 30 may attend 
and there are no fees. Victoria 
members attend cooking lectures 
at Victoria West School, keeping 
regular school hours, and prac¬ 
tical work is also done at the | 
practice house, 1230 St. Patrick 
Street. At the end of the six J 
months of this routine, examina¬ 
tions both practical and written 
take place, and graduates go Id 
their first jobs. When a gradu¬ 
ate has held one position for three 
months in a satisfactory manner, 
she receives her diploma. 

VARIED TUITION 

During the. course each girl 
learns the finer aspects of home¬ 
making, and much volunteer help 
is. given her by various business 
firms and local agencies in the 
form of lectures, visits to stores, 
use of equipment and practical 
instructions. While becoming a 
good cook, she must also learn 
the correct serving of meals, the 
dainty arrangement of foods, and 
the groups of foods best suited 
to the needs and occupations of 
the prospective employer's family 
in terms of family health and i 
family income. If there Is to be 
an invalid or a young child in hot- 
future domestic group, she will 
be prepared to give correct diets

Eight hundred members of the 
British Columbia Women’s Ser¬ 
vice Club in four centres: Vic¬ 
toria, Vancouver, New West¬ 
minster and Port Moody, are 
eager to do their "bit” for Can 
ada in case of war, Mrs. Norman 
R. Kennedy, president of the or¬ 
ganization, said today. 

The Victoria headquarters unit 
of 130 members has been in train 
ing for eight months, meeting 
twice a month- for instructions in 
first aid work, signaling, elemen¬ 
tary motor mechanics and anti 
gas precautions, as well as the 
army foot drill. 

“Our Victoria unit includes 
women from 18 to 45,” Mrs. Ken 
nedy said. “About 20 of them saw 
overseas service in the Great War 
as canteen workers, nurses, am¬ 
bulance drivers, and some served 
in the land army divisions in the 
Old Country. We are training 
ourselves for noncombatant 
duties and home service on the 
Pacific coast, and have wired the 
Department of National Defence 
that we are ready. 

‘The Vancouver detachment of 
approximately 300 members has 
been in training four months, 
with 200 others waiting for their 
turn. New Westminster mem¬ 
bers total 75, and in Port Moody 
we have 50. 

These last two detachments 
formed only one month ago, are 
making rapid progress In quali- | 
fylng themselves for service. 

“Every other dominion in the 
Empire, as well as the Old Coun¬ 
try, has sponsored such womenis 
organizations as ours,” added 
Mrs. Kennedy.” We have applied i 
for recognition by the Canadian 
government and are hopeful we 
will be given that recognition. We 
know that in case of war our 
members could render valuable 
service at home.” 

Mrs. Kennedy has been in re¬ 
ceipt of numerous letters from 
many parts of Canada inquiring 
as to the procedure in forming 
such women's organizations as 
the one she leads. This is indica¬ 
tive, she said, of the intense in¬ 
terest in the. movement through¬ 
out the Dominion. € 

TORONTO (CP)—Plans for Im¬ 
mediate registration of women for j 
volunteer war service will be com- j 
pleted at a meeting here August 
31. Miss Margaret Hyndman,; 
chairman of the executive com¬ 
mittee of the voluntary registra¬ 
tion of Canadian women, an¬ 
nounced today. 

Following an emergency execu¬ 
tive meeting today members de¬ 
cided to go ahead with registra¬ 
tion in every municipality in On¬ 
tario and with this in view have 
called a provincial meeting next 
week. 

Failure to get In touch with 
women nominated to the provin¬ 
cial executive has retarded or¬ 
ganization, Miss Hyndman said. 
It was expected the nominating 
committee would have its report 
completed next week and imme¬ 
diate action would be taken then. 

Because of tension created by 
European events, officials have 
been flooded with queries and 
personal applications from women 
wishing to register for service in 
event of a national emergency, 
Miss Hyndman said. No applica¬ 
tions have been taken part, how¬ 
ever, and will not be until provin¬ 
cial registration centres are set up.

EMPHASIZE VICTORIA 
NEEDS A SHELL 

To the Editor:—On behalf of 
the Victoria Philharmonic Or¬ 
chestral Society, I would like to’ 
express to the public of Victoria 
my thanks and appreciation for 
the large attendances and the 
attentive reception accorded the 
three recent evening concerts 
played by the society in Beacon 
Hill Park. The large audiences 
on each occasion were a great en¬ 
couragement to the society to 
continue its efforts to provide 
Victoria with a symphony orches¬ 
tra comparable with those now in 
existence in such cities as Van¬ 
couver, Seattle and Portland. 
This is not an impossibility—the 
material is here, and all that is 
required is the support of the 
people of Victoria, financial and 
otherwise, to make it an accom¬ 
plished fact. 

There is a lack of seating ac¬ 
commodation in the vicinity of 
the bandstand in Beacon Hill 
Park.. This was most apjfcwent 
at last Wednesday’s concert, hun¬ 
dreds of people being obliged to 
stand throughout the concert. 

Another point is the disturb¬ 
ance caused by the audience and 
the orchestra by youths romping 
and shouting about the band¬ 
stand, and the needless sounding 
of automobile horns. The first 
could be stopped by a park police- 
man r while the second probably 
is mere thoughtlessness on the 
pa rt of some people. 

Yet another is the possibility of 
the erection of a properly con¬ 
structed band shell in the park, 
large enough to accommodate 
orchestras, bands or choirs that 
could not be accommodated in the 
present handstand. This could 
be done through public subscrip¬ 
tion, or possibly through the gen¬ 
erosity of one of our private citi¬ 
zens. 

I am convinced that open air 
concerts during the summer 
months are one of the best ways 
of entertaining the public and 
the many visitors to our city, and 
now that a successful beginning 
has been made and if has been 
demonstrated that g.ood music 
has a popular appeal, it is my 
hope to see this start followed up 
on a larger scale in the future. 

My thanks are also due to the 
B.C. Electric Railway Company 
as sponsors of these concerts, to 
the various soloists who contri¬ 
buted to the several programmes.

FIRST ALBINO FROG FOUND IN CANADA—An albino leopard 
frog, the second living one of its kind known In the world, according 
to Clyde Patch, herpetologist of the Canadian National Museum, was 
found in White Fish Lake, Que. The first known albino frog was dis¬ 
covered in St Lawrence County, N.Y., in 1934 and was turned over 
lo the American Museum of Natural History. The frog is about two 
years old, Mr. Patch believes, and about three Inches long. Albinos 
lack black pigment cells in the skin. The only traces of color In the 
frog are supplied by the dark eyes and the flesh which reflects 
through the white skin ol the body and lends a pinkish tone.

FLOOD IN CHINA 
HITS 10,000,000 

Thousands Drowned, 

Many Homeless 

In Northern Area

TIENTSIN, China-Ten million 
persons have become sufferers 
from North China’s spreading 
flood, according to a consensus of 
trustworthy estimates Saturday 
night. 

Thousands have been drowned 
and millions made homeless or 
suffered from famine or disease 
as the Hai and other rivers have 
inundated large sections of North 
China between Tientsin and the 
old bed of the Yellow Rivec_qear 
Tsining in Shantung Province, 250 
miles southwest of here. 

Heavy rains have caused the 
river to rise a few inches during 
the past 48 hours and tremendous 
volumes of water are yet to come 
from the northwest. 

The possibility of mass evacua¬ 
tion of foreigners from Tientsin 
loomed as the danger of disease 
increased. American officials re 
ported that all their nationals 
have been accounted for as safe. 

Disruption of rail communica¬ 
tions has made effective relief 
work almost impossible.

As the people made their way 
to and from church in the early 
morning hours they could see 
volunteer workers d 1 g g i n g 
trenches and constructing air-raid 
shelters in open spaces and parks 
in the heart of the capital.

OTTAWA—On Canada’s two 
coastlines, and at various vulner¬ 
able points throughout the Do¬ 
minion, today defences were 
strengthened and militia units 
were asked to volunteer to help 
the permanent forces carry out 
these duties. 

Hon, Ian Mackenzie, Defence 
Minister, announced units of the 
Royal Canadian Air Force re¬ 
quired for coast defence purposes 
were being moved to the Atlantic 
coast to take up assigned 
emergency stations. . 

Some units were moving today, 
said Mr. Mackenzie, and others 
would go as required. The move¬ 
ment could be quickly accelerated 
in case of necessity.

KOCH—VALIANT FOE 
OF WHITE IM.ACiVF. 

•"TO ROBERT KOCH, little hard- 
*■ working Prussian bacteriolo¬ 
gist of the 19th century, belongs 
the honor of organizing civiliza¬ 
tion’s crusade against the white 
plague, tuberculosis. 

Before Koch’s research, medi¬ 
cal science had been forced to 
accept tuberculosis as a mystery, I 
to explain its occurrence as a 
hereditary disease or with high-1 
sounding treatises, but it re¬ 
mained for Koch to isolate the 
causative germ. His announce¬ 
ment in 1882 did not meet im¬ 
mediate acceptance, and 50,000 
physicians in America and Eu¬ 
rope organized collective investi¬ 
gations to settle the question as 
to whether tuberculosis was an 
infectious, contagious disease. 

The result was a conflicting 
mass of testimony, but in the 1 
end the well-proved experiments 
of the 39-year-old scientist were 
accepted. 

Koch is noted not only for his 
isolation of the tuberculosis bacil¬ 
lus, but also for his achieve¬ 
ments in bacteriology, his use of 
solid culture media, and exacting 
technique he followed. He made 
great advances in the study of 
anthrax, and he and his assist¬ 
ants discovered causes of cholera, 
typhoid, diphtheria, erysipelas, 

' tetanus, glanders, pneumonia, 
epidemic meningitis and plague. 

Koch died in 1910, at the age 
of 67. His portrait is shown on 
the Danzig stamp, above, black, 
one of a series of three com- 
memoratives honoring heroes of 
science. The Inscription trans¬ 
lates: "Air and Sunshine for 
Tuberculosis.” 



BOER HOLIDAY RECALLS 
VICTORY OVER ZULUS 

E ACH YEAR, on December 16, 
Boers of South Africa cele¬ 
brate “Dingaan’s Day,” commem¬ 
orating the century-old oath of 
the Voortrekkers of 1838, that if 
God gave them victory over the 
Zulus, they would build a church 
and dedicate a day of thanks¬ 
giving. 

That first "Dingaan’s Day" was 
a crucial point In the history of] 
the Dutch in South Africa. The 
Boers, fighting British anti-slav¬ 
ery laws, had begun, in 1835, 
their long trek across the veldt 
to new homes and new freedom 
In Natal and Transvaal. And in 
Natal they encountered Dingaan. 

Dingaan was a Zulu chieftain, 
a formidable, crafty enemy. He 
had seized power after murder¬ 
ing hi* brother, organized his 
warriors into a' powerful fighting 
force. Ruthlessly he massacred 


emigrants, checking Mheir ad 
vance. 

Then Andries Pretorius came 
to Natal, rallied the Boers, and 
set out with 464 men to wreak 
delayed vengeance upon the 
Zulus. 

His force, entrenched on the 
banks of a small stream, now- 
called the Blood River, was at¬ 
tacked on December 16, 1838, by 
12,000 warriors. After two hours 
the Zulus retreated, leaving 3,000 
dead. But the battle of Blood, 
River broke the menace of the 
Zulus in South Africa.

j ITTLE POSSIBILITY of the 
release of any of the 35 U.S. 
stamps of the "Famous Ameri¬ 
cans” series before 1940 was in¬ 
dicated following Postmaster-Gen¬ 
eral James A. Farley’s announce¬ 
ment of the final selection of 
authors, poets, artists, educators, 
inventors, composers an^ scien¬ 
tists to be so honored. 

Stamp commitments for the 
balance of the present calendar 
year apparently will prevent is¬ 
suance of even the first group 
of five before January. Postal 
authorities, however, promised 
that every effort will be made to 
rush the stamps into production. 

Tentative plans call for the is¬ 
suance of the series in seven 
groups of five each, in 1-cent, lu¬ 
cent, 2-cent, 3-cent and 5-cent 
denominations. Details as to de¬ 
signs, colors and date and place 
of first-day sales will be an¬ 
nounced later. 

The selection, long awaited by 
philatelists, is the result of polls 
conducted among collectors, and 
of suggestions of various educa¬ 
tional, business and patriotic 
groups from all parts of the 
country. Actively backing the 
proposed issue was President 
Roosevelt, generally credited with 
originating the idea.

Skid Mark Convictions 

Skid marks are being used by | 
police to convict reckless drivers \ 
Involved in accidents in much the 
same manner as fingerprints are 
used to help convict criminals. 

Through a skid chart devised 
by W. W. Harper, California 
police physicist, officers investi¬ 
gating accidents are able to deter¬ 
mine with a remarkable degree 
of accuracy the speed of the 
cars involved. The chart makes 
it possible for an officer of aver¬ 
age intelligence and with a few 
lessons to apply the laws of 
physics and mathematics to de¬ 
termine the speed of an auto¬ 
mobile from the physical evi¬ 
dence, in this case the skid marks 
left on the pavement.

UNO YOUR JELLIES JELL? Do 
you get In a jam when 
making jam? Does putting up 
preserves get you down? The 
reason may be that you don’t 
understand the art. 

The basic rule is, of course, to 
follow a tested recipe. But If you 
know the relation between cause 
and effect In making your jams, 
jellies or preserves, you can con¬ 
trol your product to suit your 
Individual taste. 

Most recipes advise quick boil¬ 
ing to avoid caramelizatlon of 
sugar and a stronger flavor. How¬ 
ever, If you like stronger flavor, 
then boil your fruit slower. 

If you are making jam from 
two fruits and prefer the flavor 
of one to be stronger than the 
other then add more of the fruit 
ydu prefer and less of the other. 

As long as the total amount of 
fruit is the same you have not 
departed from the recipe and the 
result will be a jam flavored to 
your own liking.

By a special method of taking 
X-ray pictures of the mother dur¬ 
ing the last three months before 
the child is born, the Hopkins 
doctors can tell whether she Is 
likely to develop the dreaded con¬ 
dition of placenta praevia, in 
which ihe afterbirth or placenta 
comes before the baby Instead of 
after. 

This is one of the most serious 
complications of pregnancy, Dr. 
Dlppel explained, since there are 
no premonitory symptoms. The 
mother suddenly starts bleeding 
and the hemorrhage Is so rapid 
and severe that there Is rarely 
time to stop It before the mother 
dies. The condition occurs in 
about one out of every 250 child- 
births. 

RESORT TO CAESARIAN 

In hospitals under ideal condi¬ 
tions) only about eight out of 
every 100 of these patients die, 
but when the hemorrhage starts 
when the expectant mother is 
(till in her home, as Is often the 
ease, half or more of the mother* 
are loat and nearly half of^ the 
babies.

House Fly Is Disease Carrier 

By DR. MORRIS FISHBEIN 
FOR MANY YEARS now the 
F house fly has been under sus- 
piclon as being not only an annoy¬ 
ing Insect but also one capable of 
menacing health. Flies which 
come in contact with food or drink 
after having been bred in filth 
are, obviously, a menace to health. 

The common house fly got its 
name because that Is where it is 
most commonly seen. One Investi¬ 
gator collected more than 23,000 
flies In dining-rooms In different 
parts of the country. Ninety-eight 
per cent of those which he col¬ 
lected were of one variety— 
namely, the common house fly. 

When the flies .were examined 
they averaged about equally be¬ 
tween the two sexes, although 54 
to 57 per cent were females in con¬ 
trast to 43 to 46 per cent of 
males. - v- 

SHORT LIFE 

The life of the fly is not a long 
one. It passes through a number 
of stages: the egg stage, the larva 
or maggot stage, the pupa, adult 
or fully winged Insect. In sum¬ 
mer the egg stage requires about

TOMATOES RICHEST 

It is usually possible for such 
families to secure adequate quan¬ 
tities of Vitamin C by consuming 
less bread and more potatoes. 
When liberal quantities of pota 
toes and green vegetables are 
consumed even in the entire alf 
sence of fruit, Vitamin C defi- 
cienees are not likely to occur. 
Of the fruits grown ’ In British 
Columbia, tomatoes are by far 
the richest in Vitamin C. and 
canned tomatoes that arc not 
more than a year old usually 
contain a high percentage of the 
vitamin content of the original 
fresh fruit. 

The daily requirements of Vi¬ 
tamin C per adult has been 
roughly estimated at 1,000 inter 
national units. This amount ls 
contained in 14 ounces of pota¬ 
toes, 10 ounces of tomato juice, 
and 4.5 ounces of orange juice, 
respectively. Hence, It is evi¬ 
dent that when oranges or to¬ 
mato juice is not consumed, the 
use of potatoes instead of bread 
in every day rations is highly 
desirable. 

The Investigation al Saanich¬ 
ton, revealed there is gradual 
loss of this vitamin with storage, 
but" that at the ideal storage 
temperature for potatoes, be¬ 
tween 40 to 50 degrees F„ the 
losses are much smaller than In 
tubers stored at ordinary room 
temperatures. 

COOK IN .JACKETS 

The main losses in Vitamin C 
are caused by exposure to air 
after they are peeled or sliced. 
To tnaintain the vitamin content 
of potatoes at their highest pos¬ 
sible level, potatoes of high dry 
matter content should be selected 
for the higher the dry matter 
the more rapidly the lubers cook 
or soften on heating and the 
shorter the cooking period, and 
the less Vitamin C is destroyed 
by the heat. Heating in the ab¬ 
sence of air saves the vitamin. 

It follows that baking or cook¬ 
ing without peeling Is the ideal 
method to preserve the vitamins 
and that the poorest method is 
to slice, mash or cream, because 
these practices expose the vita¬ 
mins to the destructive influ¬ 
ence of air. An interesting 
-phase of an Investigation con¬ 
ducted by the Massachusetts 
State College at Amherst was 
that frying was found to be less 
destructive than mashing and 
creaming. The probable ex¬ 
planation of their results is that 
the fat prevents the air from en¬ 
tering the tuber tissue. 

LOCAL DISCOVERY 

The Bcwell Potato Hydro¬ 
meter developed at Saanichton, 
has interested dietitians through- 
| out Canada and the United 
States, for with this instrument 
the average dry matter content 
of any 10-pound sample of pota¬ 
toes can be determined in a few 
minutes. The use of the hydro¬ 
meter enables dietitians to chose 
potatoes that will cook rapidly.

This 
year's peaches, now on the mar¬ 
ket, are of the very highest qual¬ 
ity, for conditions have been par¬ 
ticularly favorable for producing 
large, luscious fruit.

Most of the honors for horses 
in the Clydesdale classes recently 
awarded at the Golden Gate Ex¬ 
position, San Francisco, were 
won by British Columbia-bred 
Clydesdales. 

From among 70 head of horses, 
the exhibits of well-known Clydes¬ 
dale breeders from all parts of 
North America, the British Co¬ 
lumbia contingent of 15 horses 
practically swept the board in 
prizes. Ten of these horses, four 
of them young stallions, came 
from the Dominion Experimental 
Farm at Agassiz; the other five 
were mares belonging to the 
Colony Farm at Essondale. 

The British Columbia horses 
were shown in 17 classes and 
carried off 16 first prizes, 11 
seconds, three thirds, two fourths 
and three fifths. They won all 
the female championships, fol¬ 
lowing the sweeping victories of 
the stallions in the Junior, Re¬ 


serve Junior and Grand Cham¬ 
pionships. 

The stallions won first prize 
for two-year-olds, first and sec¬ 
ond prizes for yearlings, first 
prize for foals and first three 
places in special groups by single 
exhibitors. "Aerodrome," a win¬ 
ning yearling and product of the 
Dominion Experimental Farm at 
Agassiz, progressed to the Junior 
and supreme Grand Champion¬ 
ships and silver trophy.

Poor as he was in money, Schubert was gifted with an open 
and sunny nature. He made many friends, most of them as 
poor as himself but with a good spirit of comradeship. Keep¬ 
ing up his work as a teacher, he helped a number of boys and 
girls to get a good start in music, but he spent most of his 
time writing songs. When he was only 31 years old, this 
lovable musician died. 


Schubert’s songs were sung in public and were well received, 
but brought him little money. He gave music lessons and 
received small sums in payment. Taking quarters in an attic 
he often cooked his own food—when he had money to buy it. 
At the age of 24 he sold a song to a publisher, who later sold 
others. He was paid as little as $2 apiece for songs which 
have lastpd through the years. 


Vienna, a city famous as a centre of music, was the lifelong 
home of Franz Schubert, perhaps the world’s greatest writer 
of songs. As a small child, he was taught to play the piano 
and violin, and amazed his teachers by his progress on both 
instruments. His great work, however, was to be in com¬ 
posing. At 13 he wrote a “pianoforte fantasia of 32 closely- 
written pages," and the next year he produced three songs.

Pie composed 
sonatas, operas, and music for 
string quartettes. Most important 
of all, he wrote more than 500 
songs! 

Events moved fast in the last 
year of Schubert's life. Soon 
after his birthday, he gave a con¬ 
cert in Vienna. It was hia first 
effort of the kind and proved a 
big success; he obtained enough

Whether or not the words were 
true, it Is certain that the song¬ 
writer's sweetness of nature and 
kindness of heart won the good 
will of those about him. His life 
went along with a cheerful 
swing. When he made a little 
money he was likely lo give part 
of it to friends who needed It. 
In the same way his friends also 
helped him when he was put of 
cash. 


Happily, music meant more to 
Schubert than money. Whether 
he was cold or whether he was 
hungry, new melodies came to 
him and be wrote down the notes.
